Hull havo caused a member of the family of 
the late Josiah Quincy to recall tho follow- 
ing interesting account of tho circumstances 
attending its presentation to Fnuouil Hail, 
and they nro given in a letter to Mayor 
Cobb. 
The incidents wero related by Mr. 


Quincy In a conversation with Hr. Craw- 
ford, the eminent sculptor, in IBIS, and 
were recorded at tho time.

"A full-length portrait of Washington was 


painted by Stuart for tho marquis of Lauds- 
downe. 
Winstanley went to London and 


made several copies of it.

Ho took tho portrait away, and afterwards 
induced Mr. S. Parkman to lend him money 
upon it, and then went off and loft him the 
picture. Mr. Parkman offered to present it 
to Fnnouil Hall, but when tho gift was of- 
fered at a town meeting a blacksmith from 
the North End roso up and vehemently op- 
posed its acceptance, saying that it would 
bo n lusting disgrace to tho town of Boston 
to accept a copy of a portrait of Washing- 
ton by Stuart, when tbo artist himself was 
residing in Boston who ought to bo employed 
to paint an original for Faneuil Hall.
